SHEEP INDUSTRY REVIVAL 
No agricultural branch, not even 
our governmental^ bungled beef 
industry, has suffered a decline as 
serious as that which our once vast 
sheep business has undergone. In 
1900, for example, our farms carried 
633 sheep for every 1.000 persons in 
our total population. At the begin­ 
ning of 1951 there were on our farms 
only 206 sheep per 1.000 of our total 
population. At the beginning of the 
present century we produced ap­ 
proximately 66 percent of the wool 
consumed in this country. Over the 
past five years only about 33 per­ 
cent of our wool needs came from 
our own farms. 
Of course, the fervid interna­ 
tionalist takes the position that the 
more wool we import the less danger 
there is of war between nations. He 
holds religiously to the theorum 
that wars are caused solely by na­ 
tional 
self-sufficiency. 
Therefore, 
there is nothing to worn* about when 
we lose self-dependence in a com­ 
modity as important as wool. It is 
indirectly our contribution to the 
universal brotherhood of man and 
perpetual peace on earth. 
But to the more practical citizen 
who remembers the shortage of 
clothes, especially of woolen gar­ 
ments. during the late war. and to 
the farmer who remembers when 
thousands 
of 
sheep 
grazed 
on 
American hillsides there are far 
sounder 
conclusions. 
The 
editor 
hears from numerous serious-mind­ 
ed farmers who know that we should 
be growing our own wool and that 
the more we have to depend on for­ 
eign farms for an important com­ 
modity which we can and should be 
producing 
here 
within our own 
borders the weaker we shall be from 
both 
an 
economic 
and 
military 
standpoint when the final interna­ 
tional showdown comes 
In other words, we ought to re­ 
vive our sheep industry. And any 
pallid academicians in appointive 
seats 
of 
governmental 
authority 
should be told with unmistakable 
firmness that vapid dre&mings to 
the contrary are once and for all 
out of the picture. Here is a battle 
front in our national struggle for 
survival where the common citizen 
should make hit voice heard.

Wreath Chandelier 
Light the entrance foyer or din­ 
ing room with a chandelier made 
with a wreath which is hung from 
the ceiling and lighted with elec­ 
tric candles. The chandelier may be 
made from a twenty-four-inch holly 
wreath suspended on four chains of 
small colored ornaments strung on 
fine wire. It could be hung from 
ribbons or multiple strands of heavy 
gold thread or tinsel. The finished 
side of the wreath la faced down and 


is studded with groups of small 
colored ornaments tied into the 
greenery. Electric candles are spaced 
; around the top of the wreath. Ad­ 
ditional holly or other foliage and 
berries may be added around the 
candles to give greater thickness 
to the wreath. 
Doors and doorways come in for 
major attention 
when Christmas 
decorations are 
being 
fashioned. 
They are right where they will con­ 
tribute to the color and warmth of 
the welcome given holiday visitora 
They add to the festive appearance 
that the neighborhood or street take 
on during Christmas and New Year. 
With a moderate-size collection 
of greens you can frame the door 
with long pendants of foliage set 
with colored 
berries, cones 
and 
lights or fashion a ribboned swag 
for the center of the door. The 
doorway may be festooned with a 
garland of roping and light# or a 
swag made massive enough to use 
there instead of on the door. 
The base for the arrangement 
1 could be long branches of balsam or 
1 spruce fastened across the top and 
1 down the side of the doorway. Once 
I they are in place, one or more strings 
of outdoor lights are secured to the 


branches. Then other smaller chip­ 
pings of mixed greens are applied 
around the lights and along the 
branches. Clusters of berries and 
cones will add details and color. A 
bright red ribbon bow of plastic 
fabric, oilcloth or other weather­ 
proof material completes the swag. 
In making this decoration, re­ 
move side branches where they are 
not wanted and tie in other where 
they are needed. Work from the 
ends of the base branches toward 
the center of the swag and the base 
of all small cuttings will be con­ 
cealed. Balsam, holly and Juniper 
are effectively combined. Cones and 
berries are put on in clusters. In 
addition to the small colored lights, 
the entire doorway maye be flooded 
with white light. 
Fireplace mantel and the wall 
above the mantel are traditional 
locations for special holiday deco­ 
rations Since Santa is the man of 
the hour, why not feature his por­ 
trait in this place of honor, framed 
with Christmas greens and lights.
